The status of the revision of the Communist Index in the Pittsburgh 
Office is as follows: 

All Cancelled Security Index Cards have been transferred to the 
Communist Index and notations concerning the membership and the date and 
source of this information are being placed thereon. The original Coi- 
munist Index cards of all individuals currently in the Security Index and 
of those individuals whose cases have been RUC'd have been destroyed. The 
files of all individuals remaining in the original Communist Index are 
being reviewed to determine whether or not they should be included in the 
revised Communist Index and whether there are any who might be contacted 
to determine their attitude and potentiality for development as sources 
or informants. >^[ jj ||!<!<6 

* i The Bureau will be advised when^this, project is completed. 
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Recently, this office learned that a former Security 
Index subject had moved to another division. Upon the 
receipt of a verification that the subject had moved to 
another division, this office submitted form FB-128 
designating the office covering the new residence and 
employment addresses the office of origin. All pertinent 
serials were then forwarded to the new office of origin 
as enclosures to the FD-128. 

The subject of this FD-128 had been on the Pittsburgh 
Security Index from Hay, 1950 to May, 1955, when he was 
removed solely on the basis that his case did not meet 
the Security Index criteria ♦ His geographical Security 
Index card, after being stamped cancelled, then became 
the revised communist index card (RCI)* This RCI card 
containing a photograph and descriptive data was not 
forwarded to the new office of origin since the Manual 
of Instructions does not require that the RCI card be 
forwarded with pertinent serials when designating another 
office the new office of origin. This RCI card therefore 
remains in the communist index of this office, where it 
serves no useful purpose, even though the subject is in 
another division. 

While it is understood that the Manual of Instructions^ , 
Section 87 D, (7) page 43 specifies two circumstances 
for the removal or deletion of communist index cards arid ^ 
also specifies that other than the above circumstances no 
investigative or administrative efforts should be expended 
to keep the cards in an up-to-date status, it is suggested 
that these cards might serve the same purpose in the new 
office of origin as they did in the old office of origin.

It is therefore suggested that the Bureau might wish 
to consider the desirability of forwarding these RCI 
cards as an enclosure to the FD-128 when the office of 
origin is changed so that the purpose of the communist 
index as set forth in the Manual of Instructions might 
be realized more fully.

Tfte Bureau has previously considered the 
question as to whether a Oomiunist Index card sfiould 
I)e transferred with pertinent serials upon transfer 
of the office of origin in a security case and 
concluded thai it would be undesirable to require the

You indicated in your letter itiat these 
cards, if transferred $ mtgtik serve the sazte purpose 
in the new office of origin as they had in the old 
office of origin* The Bureau agrees with your 
observations in this regard* Eowever, the Bureau 
heliev&s that it is the responsibility of the new 
office of origin to prepare suitable cards for its 
Qommnist Index in these cases* Zhis would be done 
at the tine the new office of origin reviews a case 
to determine whether additional investigation ia 
xzarranted? it being noted that Bureau regulations 
require the new office of origin to initiate an 
investigation in such cases or to advise the Bureau 
that the case is being placed in a closed statue

In your letter^ you refer to a specific
